Cheney Says 
Heart Surgery 
‘Went Very Well 


Washington 

Former vice president Dick Cheney 
disclosed Wednesday that he has 
undergone surgery to install a small 
pump to help his heart work, as the 
69-year-old enters a new phase of 
what he called “increasing con- 
gestive heart failure.” “The oper- 
ation went very well, and I am now 
recuperating,” a still-hospitalized 
Cheney said in a statement. 

The kind of heart pump that 
Cheney received can be implanted 
next to the heart to help its main 
pumping chamber, the left ventricle, 
pump blood through the body. 

Such devices are used mainly for 
short periods, to buy transplant can- 
didates time as they await a donor 
organ. But they are being studied 
for use as a permanent therapy for 
people with severe heart failure who 
aren’t transplant candidates, (ap) 


BP Tests Move Ahead Cautiously 


After delay, officials 
restart effort to stop 
oil from gushing 


New Orleans 

BP allayed last-minute government 
fears of making the disaster worse 
and began testing the new, tighter- 
fitting cap Wednesday that could 
finally choke off the oil leak in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Retired Coast Guard Adm. 
Thad Allen, the Obama adminis- 
tration’s point man on the disas- 
ter, said the government gave the 
go-ahead after carefully review- 
ing the risks. 

The cap — a 75-ton metal stack 
of pipes and valves — was lowered 
onto the well on Monday in hopes 
of either bottling up the oil inside 
the well machinery, or capturing it 
and funneling it to the surface. But 
before BP could test the equipment, 
the government intervened because 
of second thoughts about whether the 
buildup of pressure from the gush- 
ing oil could rupture the walls of the 
well and make the leak worse. 

The test began with BP shutting 



Oil’s Effects Seep In 

Scientists are reporting early signs that 
the Gulf of Mexico oil spill is altering the ma- 
rine food web by killing or tainting some crea- 
tures and spurring the growth of others more 
suited to a fouled environment. Near the spill 
site, researchers have documented a massive 
die-off of pyrosomes — cucumber-shaped, 
gelatinous organisms fed on by endangered sea turtles. Along the coast, drop- 
lets of oil are being found inside the shells of young crabs, left, that are a main- 
stay in the diet of fish, turtles and shorebirds. (ap)

off pipes that were funneling some 
of the oil to ships on the surface so 
the full force of the gusher went up 
into the cap. Then deep-sea robots 
began slowly closing, one at a time, 
three openings in the cap that let oil 
pass through. Ultimately, the flow 
of crude will be blocked entirely. All 
along, engineers will be watching 
pressure readings to learn wheth- 
er the well is intact. 

The one-day delay came just 
when it looked as if the Gulf oil cri- 
sis was nearing an end. The hold- 
up was met with disappointment 
along the Gulf Coast. “This thing’s 
been going on for so long now, it’s 
time to take a gamble,” said Mitch 
Jurisich, a third-generation oyster 
farmer from Empire, La. (ap)

Hidden travel costs 
could lead to action, 
congressman warns 

Washington 

Finding the best deal on a flight 
has become a lot more difficult, 
thanks to hefty baggage and ser- 
vice fees that consumers often don’t 
know about until they show up at 
the airline counter, congressional 
investigators say. 

Those fees are not part of the 
ticket price, meaning they can 
easily go unseen until it’s too late 
for the consumer to shop around. 
Amounting to billions of dollars 
for the airlines, the fees also are 
exempt from an excise tax, and 
some lawmakers want to reclaim 
that money for the treasury. 

Airlines, travel agents, online 
travel services and other ticket 
distribution channels should be 
required to disclose fees for checked 
baggage, changed reservations and 
other services in a clear and con- 
sistent manner, the Government 
Accountability Office said in a 
report out Wednesday. 


Since 2007, many airlines have 
been charging for services that were 
traditionally included in the price 
of a ticket. That’s improved airline 
bottom lines in a tough economy but 
raised the ire of travelers who find 
themselves nickeled and dimed to 
substantially higher costs. 

Besides checked bags, some 
airlines charge fees for seat selec- 
tion, extra leg room, prime spots in 
boarding lines, blankets, pillows, 
drinks and meals. “Those fees can 
be an unexpected shock totaling 
hundreds of dollars,” said Charles 


Leocha, director of the Consumer 
Travel Alliance. 

In the last budget year, 10 U.S. 
airlines collected $7.8 billion in 
such fees, congressional accoun- 
tants say. The leader was Delta 
Air Lines, the world’s largest air- 
line, with $1.6 billion. 

Rep. James Oberstar, D-Minn., 
who led a House hearing Wednes- 
day on the matter, told airlines that 
the public will push back “and then 
Congress will act” if the industry 
does not show restraint with the

NOLA Officers Plead Not Guilty 



New Orleans 

Three officers pleaded not guilty 
Wednesday in the shooting deaths 
of two unarmed residents on a New 
Orleans bridge in the chaos that fol- 
lowed Hurricane Katrina. 

Sgts. Robert Gisevius and Ken- 
neth Bowen and Officer Anthony 
Villavaso stood before a federal 
magistrate shackled at the waist 
and ankles. They will remain jailed 
at least until a hearing Friday. 

U.S. Attorney Jim Letten’s office 
said the Justice Department hasn’t 
decided whether to seek the death 
penalty against them and former 
officer Robert Faulcon, who was 
arrested in Texas on Tuesday, and 
has not entered a plea. 


The case is one of several probes 
of alleged misconduct by New 
Orleans police officers that the 
Justice Department opened after 
the August 2005 storm. 

Five former officers already have 
pleaded guilty to helping cover up 
the shootings, which happened in 
the midst of another of the scorching 
days after Katrina. Bodies floated 
in filthy flood waters. Shots could 


be heard throughout the city, and 
many believed they were aimed at 
the endless stream of helicopters, the 
police and the rescue crews. 

Police were desperate to regain 
control amid the looting, the death 
and the people needing rescue. So, 
when gunfire was heard at the Dan- 
ziger Bridge, some of the respond- 
ing officers fired back at the first 
people they saw. (ap)

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House Dems Slam White House

Leaders say election 
prospects damaged 
by administration 

Washington 

House Democrats, after months 
of feeling neglected by the Obama 
White House, lashed out Tuesday 
night at administration officials 
and accused them of undermin- 
ing the party’s chances of retain- 
ing the majority in November mid- 
term elections. 

In a closed meeting in the Capi- 
tol basement. House Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi, D-Calif , and other Demo- 
crats dressed down administration 
officials in the wake of comments 
by White House press secretary 
Robert Gibbs suggesting the party 
could lose the House majority in 
November. 

Gibbs’ comments — first on 


Sunday’s “Meet the Press” and 
again at his regular briefing Mon- 
day — were not considered inaccu- 
rate, given that every independent 
analyst studying the elections has 


estimated that about 60 Democratic 
seats are in jeopardy and Republi- 
cans need a net gain of 39 to claim 
the gavel from Pelosi. However, the 
press secretary’s public airing of 


the dire political situation blew up 
the long-simmering feeling among 
House Democrats that President 
Obama is not concerned about los- 
ing their chamber’s majority, but 
is focused on building a firewall 
around the Senate. 

“What they wanted to do is sepa- 
rate themselves from us,” Rep. Wil- 
liam J. Pascrell, D-N.J., said Wednes- 
day, expressing what he said was a 
widespread belief in his caucus that 
the White House wants the blame to 
fall on lawmakers for running poor 
campaigns should Democrats lose 
the majority in November. 

“There’s a growing sense of 
being taken for granted by this 
White House,” said one House 
Democrat, who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity to talk open- 
ly about private discussions in the 
caucus. “The pressure’s been build- 
ing, and Gibbs kind of crystallized

Avandia Gets 
Mixed Verdict 
From FDA Panel 

Washington 

There is sufficient evidence to be 
concerned that the diabetes drug 
Avandia increases the risk for heart 
attacks and strokes compared with 
other medications used to treat the 
common condition, but insufficient 
evidence that the drug increases 
the risk for death, federal advis- 
ers concluded Wednesday. 

The votes were the first signifi- 
cant decisions in a series of nine rec- 
ommendations the Food and Drug 
Administration panel was asked to 
make at the conclusion of a hear- 
ing aimed at determining the fate 
of Avandia. The committee must 
still take the most important vote: 
whether Avandia should be left on 
the market, be pulled or remain on 
the market with stronger warnings.

Afghan Attacks Kill 8 Americans 


Deadly 24 hours 
continues upward 
trend of casualties 

Kabul, Afghanistan 

American forces suffered a deadly 
24 hours in Afghanistan, with eight 
troops killed in attacks including 
an audacious Taliban raid on a 
police compound in the key south- 
ern city of Kandahar, officials said 
Wednesday. 

The U.S. and its coalition allies 
have warned that violence and troop 
casualties are likely to mount this 
summer as thousands of new forces 
fan out across southern insurgent 
strongholds in a bid to turn around 
the nearly nine-year-long war. How- 
ever, a top U.S. commander in the 
south said Wednesday that the new 
operation should start reducing vio- 
lence in coming months. 

So far in July, 45 coalition 
troops have died in Afghanistan, 
33 of them Americans, continuing 
the upward trend of the previous 
month, which was the war’s deadli- 
est for the NATO-led force, with 103 
international soldiers killed. 

A suicide attacker slammed a

'Community Watch on 
Steroids’ to Fight Talihan 

Afghan President Hamid Karzai hasap- 
proved a U.S.-backed plan to create local 
defense forces across the country in an at- 
tempt to generate new grassroots opposi- 
tion to the Taliban, U.S. and Afghan officials 
said Wednesday. The plan Karzai approved calls for the creation of as many as 
10,000 “community police" who would be controlled and paid by the Interior 
Ministry, according to a senior Afghan government official. “It’s a community 
watch on steroids," said a U.S. military official in Kabul, (the Washington post)

China Fences in Migrant Villages 


Beijing 

The government calls it “sealed 
management.” China’s capital has 
started gating and locking some of 
its lower-income neighborhoods 
overnight, with police or securi- 
ty checking identification papers 
around the clock, in a throwback 
to an older style of control. 

It’s Beijing’s latest effort to 
reduce rising crime often blamed 
on the millions of rural Chinese 
migrating to cities for work. The 
capital’s Communist Party secre- 
tary wants the approach promot- 
ed citywide. But some state media 
and experts say the move not only 
looks bad but imposes another layer 
of control on the already stigma- 


tized, vulnerable migrants. 

So far, gates have sealed off 16 
villages in the sprawling south- 
ern suburbs, where migrants are 
attracted to cheaper rents and in 
some villages outnumber perma- 
nent residents 10 to one. 

“In some ways, this is like the 
conflict between Americans and 
illegal immigrants in the States. 
The local residents feel threat- 
ened by the influx of migrants,” 
Huang Youqin, an associate pro- 
fessor of geography at the Univer- 
sity at Albany in New York who has 
studied gating and political con- 
trol in China, said in an e-mail. 
“The risk is that the government 
can control people’s private life if 
it wants to.” (ap)

Scientist 
Alleges CIA 
Abduction 


Tehran, Iran 

An Iranian nuclear scientist who 
disappeared a year ago headed 
back to Tehran on Wednesday, 
telling Iranian state media that 
he was abducted by CIA agents 
who tried to bribe him into speak- 
ing out against his homeland. The 
U.S. says he was a willing defector 
who changed his mind. 

Shahram Amiri’s reappearance 
broke into the open an often-bizarre 
intelligence drama. U.S. officials 
have dismissed accounts of a kid- 
napping and suggested Amiri 
returned home because he missed 
or feared for his family. 

But much in the case remains 
mysterious, including the exact cir- 
cumstances of how the defection 
fell apart and what information, if 
any, he provided about Iran’s nucle- 
ar program. 

On Wednesday, Iranian state 
media were heavily promoting 
the account that he was the vic- 
tim of a CIA kidnapping, and pol- 
iticians were declaring a victory 
over the “terrorist state” Ameri- 
ca — suggesting that the govern- 
ment, at least for now, would rath- 
er squeeze the scientist’s return 
for propaganda value than overt- 
ly retaliate, (ap)

U.S. Hands Over Saddam’s Brass 


Transfer signifies 
progress in restoring 
sovereignty to Iraq 

Baghdad 

The U.S. said Wednesday it has 
handed over 55 former members 
of Saddam Hussein’s inner circle, 
including the longtime internation- 
al face of the regime, Tariq Aziz. 

The announcement comes a day 
before U.S. authorities are to trans- 
fer authority of Camp Cropper, the 
last American-run detention facil- 
ity, to the Iraqi government. 

The transfer marks a major 


step toward restoring full sov- 
ereignty to Iraq as the U.S. mili- 
tary prepares to withdraw its forc- 
es from the country by the end of 
next year. But it also raised con- 
cerns about the fate of Aziz and the 
other detainees at the hands of a 
government whose venom for the 
previous regime has not lessened 
in the seven years since Saddam 
was overthrown. 

Underscoring the challeng- 
es, the military said about 200 
will remain in American custo- 
dy, including eight former regime 
members, at the request of the Iraqi 
government.

Ibrahim said the handover has 
taken place over the last three days, 
starting on Monday. 


“As of today, we have received 55 
former regime officials; the main 
one is Tariq Aziz, and the others are 
the oil and culture ministers,” he 
said Wednesday, adding that they 
have also received Saddam’s former 
secretary, as well as former educa- 
tion and trade ministers. 

Aziz, 74, is the most high-pro- 
file of the remaining former regime 
members who were rounded up by 
U.S. forces in the weeks and months 
after the 2003 invasion that ousted 
Saddam. He was acquitted in one 
trial but was sentenced last year 
to 15 years is prison for his role in 
the 1992 execution of 42 merchants

Museum Enshrines Dummies 


Crash devices part of 
exhibit on evolution 
of automobile safety

Showbiz has required Vince and 
Larry to break much more than 
a leg. 

As crash dummies — or safe- 
ty crash devices — the accident- 
prone duo have sacrificed piles of 
arms, suffered battered chests and 
endured countless cases of whip- 
lash, all in the name of protecting 
drivers and passengers. 

Now, some of their body parts 
and costumes belong to the Smith- 
sonian’s National Museum of Amer- 
ican History, which on Wednesday 
accepted a donation of several 
objects that reflect the evolution of 
automobile safety from the 1920s 
to the present.

Stirring the Teapot 


NAACP leaders 
ignite a firestorm, 
calling elements of 
the tea party racist 


Washington 

Is the “tea party” movement racist? That 
question arises because leaders of the Nation- 
al Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People on Tuesday approved a resolu- 
tion condemning racism within the tea party 
movement. 

The NAACP’s leaders approved the res- 
olution during their annual convention in 
Kansas City. Final 
wording won’t be 
released until the 
NAACP board of 
directors approves 
the move at a meet- 
ing in October. 

But the resolution 
approved Tuesday 
“calls on the tea party 
and all people of good 
will to repudiate the 
racist element and 
activities within the 
tea party,” said Hilary Shelton, director of 
the NAACP’s Washington bureau. 

Tea party leaders across the nation react- 
ed with anger to the NAACP’s actions. 

Former Alaska governor Sarah Palin, a 
tea party favorite, issued a statement say- 
ing that NAACP claims that tea party mem- 
bers judge people by the color of their skin 
are “false and appalling.” 

Tea party activists say their loosely orga- 
nized movement’s guiding principles cen- 
ter on the need for a smaller federal govern- 
ment and lower taxes. 

Charges of racism have surfaced in the 
past, largely in response to individuals at tea 
party meetings making comments or display- 
ing signs that minority groups find offensive. 

It is true that the demographics of tea 
party groups are overwhelmingly white, 
according to polls. A recent Gallup survey

found that 79 percent of tea party supporters 
are non-Hispanic whites. Only 6 percent are 
non-Hispanic blacks. A Gallup analysis notes, 
however, that these figures are not wildly 
different from the representation of these 
groups in the population as a whole. 

But these figures reveal little about tea 
party activists’ racial attitudes, writes Uni- 
versity of Maryland at Baltimore County 
political scientist Tom Schaller on the polit- 
ical blog Five Thirty Eight. 

Data from an April University ofWashing- 
ton poll “paint a more complicated picture” 
of the tea party, according to Schaller. 

This survey found that only 35 percent of 
tea party adherents rated blacks as “hard- 
working.” Among whites who disapprove 
of the tea party, the comparable figure was 
55 percent. 

Some 45 percent of tea partiers judged 
blacks “intelligent,” according to the Uni- 
versity of Washington poll. By comparison, 
59 percent of anti-tea party whites viewed 
blacks as intelligent. 

Some conservatives believe there is a sys- 
tematic attempt to demonize the tea party, and 
there is probably some truth to that. “But in the 
same vein,” SchaUer writes, “aberrant opinions 
espoused by tea partiers or their sympathiz- 
ers should neither be ignored nor papered-

Is the NAACP Relevant? 

One clear point has ennerged fronn the NAACP's 
convention in Kansas City: The civil rights orga- 
nization is intent on being seen as still relevant. 

In addition to the group’s urging tea party 
activists to repudiate racist elennents in their 
ranks, NAACP President Benjannin Jealous re- 
leased a letter to BP chief executive Tony Hay- 
ward, asking to nneet with connpany officials to 
discuss his “outrage" that nninority contractors 
are apparently being left out in the cleanup of 
the Gulf of Mexico oil spill. 

The organization also hopes to open up a de- 
bate on charter schools, and has invited Educa- 
tion Secretary Arne Duncan, Harlem Children's 
Zone founder Geoffrey Canada and others to 
discuss the issue. 

The mix of controversial positions comes 
amid promises from Jealous and new NAACP 
chairman Roslyn Brock to inject energy into the 
organization, which spent the last two years 
answering questions about whether it remains 
necessary after the election of the nation’s first 
black president, (the Washington post)

The unofficial start of the second half came Last week, 
when the Rangers pulled off a blockbuster trade for 
Lefty Cliff Lee — a move that seemed as much designed 
with October in mind as for July, August and September.

And there is no shortage of contending teams Look- 
ing for help. The Padres, Braves, Giants and Rays all 
need an impact bat. The Yankees and Tigers need help 
in the seventh and eighth innings. The Phillies, Mets and 
Twins are in desperate need of starting pitching. 


2. Contenders or pretenders? 

None of the six first-place teams at the break had Leads 
of more than 4 games, the first time that could be said 
since the dawn of the wild-card era. No fewer than 10 
teams in the NL and eight teams in the AL are within five 
games of a postseason slot. So, the teams that would 
make the playoffs today (your wild card winners would be 
Tampa Bay and Colorado) won’t necessarily be the ones 
who ultimately qualify.

With the Nats comfortably out of 
contention, it’s time to focus on 
who may be around come October 

IN ONE SENSE, the outcome of Tuesday night’s 
All-Star Game ended a period of tyranny by the 
American League East Division. Since baseball 
began attaching home-field advantage in the 
World Series to the outcome of the midsummer 
classic in 2003, an AL East team enjoyed that privi- 
lege in five of the seven World Series that followed. 

Thanks to the National League’s 3-1 victory 
at Angel Stadium on Tuesday night, it would be 
an NL team that hosts a potential World Series 
game 7 this November — and based on the current 
standings, it quite possibly could be a team that 
hasn’t witnessed a Fall Classic in many an age. 

As the season’s second half opens Thursday 
night, there is still much to be decided and much 
to be done.

3. Big Stars off the DL

chhoLz, a first-time ALL-Star, said this week. “But the people who have filled in have done an amazing 
job of keeping us in [contention], and, hopefully, as we start getting guys back, we’LL start to take off.’’

4. Innings Limits 

The industry-wide fear of overextending young pitchers 
could cost some teams down the stretch. Already, we 
have seen the Yankees skip one of Phil Hughes’ starts, 
with more skipped starts and extra days off to come. 

In San Diego, the Padres are keeping close tabs on 
22-year-oLd ace-in-training Mat Latos, who is already 
up to 106 2/3 innings after throwing only 123 (minors 
and majors combined) in all of 2009.

It Never Gets Old for Watson 


Five-time champion 
back at Open after 
heartbreaking loss 

Golf 

Tom Watson knew the old guys 
were in his corner. 

What caught him off guard 
was all the young folks who were 
inspired by his heartbreaking loss 
at last year’s British Open. 

“I hadn’t had any kids come up to 
me for years. It was always kids com- 
ing up to me saying, ‘My grandmoth- 
er loves you,”’ Watson said Wednes- 
day with a chuckle. “But these kids 
came up and said, ‘Hey, Mr. Watson, 
that was great last year at the Brit- 
ish Open.’ That’s been a wonderful 
sidelight to what happened.” 

Imagine what it would have 
been like if the putt on the 72nd 
hole had dropped in the cup instead 
of bending off weakly at the end. 

Eight feet. That’s how close Wat- 
son was to becoming a champion 
for the ages. A few months shy of his 
60th birthday and poised to become 
the oldest major winner in golf his- 
tory, he nearly pulled it off. But an 
approach shot that went a little too 
far and a potential clinching par putt 
that never had a chance snuffed out 
the fairy-tale ending. 

Watson finished regulation tied 
with Stewart Cink, who won the 
four-hole playoff in a rout. 

Watson insists that he got over 
the disappointment in about 24 
hours. But make no mistake: It 
sure hurt when he stood there on 
the I8th green at Turnberry, con- 
gratulating Cink on his first major 
title. “The loss is hard to take,” Wat- 
son said. “It tore my guts up. But 
my guts have been torn up before 
out here in this game.” 

Showing there were no hard 
feelings, Watson accepted Cink’s

Open With All the Elements

In her 
new book, “Pornland: How Porn 
Has Hijacked Our Sexuality,” she 
explores the trend of “gonzo” porn 
and how it is seeping into every 
facet of pop culture. 

What initially drew you to this? 

Actually, it was by accident. I was 
working in a rape crisis center and 
someone gave a slideshow about 
looking at pornography in the 
home. I couldn’t believe what I was 
seeing. The images just changed 
my life. I’d never seen such level 


of cruelty and violence, and I had 
no idea that men made this kind 
of stuff or that other men found 
it arousing. Being a feminist and 
being in the anti-violence move- 
ment, I felt propelled to do some- 
thing about pornography. 

In the book, you’re careful to state 
your own position. Are there often 
misperceptions about your field? 

Absolutely. People assume that 
if you’re anti-pornography, 
you’re anti-sex. That’s the mis- 
perception: that this is about 
sex. Pornography is not sex, 
but the industrialization and 
commodification of sex. If this 
was a book about the fast-food 
industry, no one would accuse 
me of being anti-eating.

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J e stares back at you from 

the cover of Laurie Anderson’s new album, 
“Homeland,” his head tilted to the side as if 
to size you up, one enormous eyebrow raised 
wryly. Sporting a crooked tie and a dishev- 
eled sweater, he looks like Groucho Marx as 
a college professor: both silly and wise. 

His name is Fenway Bergamot, and he is 
the longtime alter ego of Anderson, a per- 
formance artist, writer and musician based 
in New York. She invented the persona 30 
years ago as nothing but a deep, rumbling 
voice, “the voice of a pompous windbag,” 
she explains. “It was fun to tweak people 
who are telling you what to do. It came out 
of the box every few years, and I would use 
that voice again and again.” 

Fenway popped up unannounced while 
Anderson was writing songs for “Home- 
land,” only this time something had changed. 
First of all, he took on physical characteris- 
tics, namely the large eyebrows and mus- 
tache. “I was doing a photo session, and 
they had some eyebrows there, so I start- 
ed cutting them up and putting them on. 
And I thought, ‘Hey, that looks like Fen- 
way Bergamot.’” 

More crucially, Anderson says, he sounded 
different, somehow sadder and more saga- 
cious. He wasn’t his old blowhard self, but an 
arch, if rambling, observer of postmillenni- 
al America. “This time when it came out of 
the box, it was meandering and melancholic, 
and I thought, ‘This is interesting.’” 

With his impossibly low voice (Anderson’s, 
distorted by a filter of her own devising), 
Fenway narrates “Another Day in America,” 
the centerpiece of “Homeland.” It’s a virtu- 
oso performance, an aria of bizarre logical 
leaps and oddly tender ruminations about 
national memory. 

According to Anderson, Fenway is “kind 
of a jump-cut character,” one that allows her 
to “talk in a way your mind might jump from 
one thing to another.” 

In that regard, it’s easy to see why Fen- 
way might appeal to Anderson, an artist 
whose mind is always making connections 
between critical and social theories, visu- 
al art, music and technology. Her career — 
even her life — appears to be a process of 
constant discovery, which can be both over- 
whelming and invigorating. 

By Anderson’s own admission, recording 



“Homeland” was an unexpectedly immense 
undertaking for her. The album swirls 
together a complex mix of sounds, establish- 
ing strange juxtapositions between Ander- 
son’s violin, the cooing vocals of singer Ant- 
ony Hegarty and the otherworldly sounds of 
Tuvan musicians playing handmade Asian 
instruments. 

Anderson is a methodical artist whose 
perfectionism enables a sense of questing 
discovery but often creates delays. At one 
point she found herself alone with a million 
sound files, far too many to keep in her head

at once. Her husband, Lou Reed, helped her 
sift through and edit that immense library 
of ideas into coherent songs, and the result 
is as revelatory as it is haunting, a well- 
observed and strangely poignant snapshot 
of this moment in American history. 

Although “Homeland” addresses the cur- 
rent financial crisis and the ongoing wars 
in Afghanistan and Iraq, it is not an espe- 
cially political album. It is, however, a very 
public album, told from constantly shift- 
ing American perspectives. “This is the 
way the world is now, so we thought about 
how there could be a little more tenderness, 
a little more ragged edges,” she explains. “I 
feel a lot of contact with people doing these 
songs. They’re very intimate.” 

And yet, Anderson admits the album 
includes some of her most personal music, 
especially “The Lake,” an intensely affection- 
ate song about her father. “I’ve never been 
a confessional singer- songwriter, but this 
probably comes the closest in some ways,” 
she explains. “I just wanted to make some- 
thing for him — something very simple 
because he was a very simple guy.” 

It’s an affecting moment on an ambitious 
album. “That’s what the record’s trying to be 
— not so perfect,” Anderson explains. “Things 
can’t be tied up.

Music 

As bandleader of the Golden Dawn, 
an unsung 1960s acid-rock group 
from Austin, Texas, George Kin- 
ney lived on the psychedelic edge 
of the era’s musical explorations. 
Kinney’s crazed howl and sun- 
drenched blues guitar can still be 
heard on the band’s sole record, 
1968’s “Power Plant,” a psychedelic 
cult classic, if you can find it. 

Now an outlaw troubadour on 
a country kick, Kinney is enjoying 
recent renewed interest in Aus- 
tin’s fabled fuzz-toned rock scene, 
which also included the wall-melt- 
ing music of Roky Erickson and the 
13th Floor Elevators. 


“The psychedelic sound of the 
1960s was a state of mind that 
reflected the time and place in 
which it occurred and cannot be 
imitated with much success today,” 
says Kinney. 

“It’s like Plato’s idea that most 
of our existence is just a picture 
of a picture ... far removed from 
essence. I try hard to capture the

essence of my life and express that 
in my music.” 

Revering Kinney as a real rock 
’n’ roll rebel, the members of locally 
based Kohoutek, a rogue improvi- 


sational collective that counts the 
Texas rocker as a key influence, in 
2005 offered to set up a tour for 
Kinney with Kohoutek serving as 
a de facto Golden Dawn. 

The plan resulted in only one 
performance together, at a used 


record store in Baltimore. But 
the seed that was planted finally 
sprouted a five-day 2010 East Coast 
trek, including tonight’s show at 
the Velvet Lounge. 

“What we’re attempting to do 
as George’s backing band is pres- 


ent some of those songs in a mod- 
ern context,” says Scott Verrastro, 
Kohoutek’s core member and per- 
cussionist. He says the group also 
plans to pull from Kinney’s cur- 
rent solo songbook. 

“George refuses to be a nos- 
talgia act and we respect him for 
it,” says Verrastro. However, he 
adds, “George isn’t really inter- 
ested in spontaneous composition 
either,” meaning the group will 
have to temporarily scale back its 
usual space travel and forays into 
free jazz. 

But Kohoutek guitarist John 
Stanton says rehearsals with Kin- 
ney have been a trip. “We’ve gotten 
a charge out of this collaboration 
and it’ll be great to bring it to the

The name “Slapsticon” may be a bit 
misleading, admits film program- 
mer Richard Roberts.

The name brings to mind breezy, 
easygoing island music, but the 
Caribbean draws from a host of dis- 
parate and strange sources. Over 
several years and various itera- 
tions, the Caribbean has crafted 
a highly complex sound, spinning 
strange tales with folk-tinged deliv- 
ery inside a dense array of surpris- 
ing sonic fragments. The band’s 
albums are lush, textured affairs, 
often anchored by acoustic instru- 
ments as they float atop manipulat- 
ed samples and synthetic flourish- 
es. It’s heady music without being 
aggressive or proggy. 

The group’s new album, “Dis- 
continued Perfumes,” will come 
out this October on Hometapes. 
And multi-instrumentalist Matt 
Byers said it’s the band’s tightest 


output so far. “ 

“With [‘Discontinued Perfumes’], 
we wanted to be more focused, have 
a clear point and more emotion- 
al directness,” he said. “It’s basi- 
cally about being hyper-prepared 
with your parts and being able to 
embrace the unexpected,” Byers 
said. “The best thing is happy acci- 


dents that you couldn’t re-create if 
you wanted to.” 

Such free-form happenings drove 
the creative process, Byers said. “It’s 
hard to decide what’s intentional in 
art. Like most bands, we don’t set 
out and say. We’re going to do this.’ 
You use a part of your brain that

Of course, he explained, it isn’t 
all the luck of the musical draw; 
editing certainly comes into play 
as well. “Any of us are experi- 
enced enough and skilled enough 
to think of five or 10 things to do 
on any song.

The new album draws from a 
number of unlikely sources. “There 
are at least two songs where the 
main idea has come from articles in 
the New Yorker,” Byers noted. And 
Lyricist Michael Kentoff has always 
brought unusual themes into the 
band’s music. According to Byers, 
“Michael has certain ideas that 
consistently intrigue him. Surveil- 
lance and undercover work seem 
to come out in his work.”

The Serial Killer Next Door 


A dark new play 
mines the horrors of 
dating and mating

The moment you walk into the back 
of the Playbill Cafe and receive your 
plastic tarp, you really begin to get 
a sense of what to expect from “The 
Horrors of Online Dating.” 

This is no quirky farce about 
the traps of modern courtship. It’s 
a whimsically grotesque musical 
where the blood of innocents flows 
across the stage and onto mem- 
bers of the audience, all of whom 
are clad, Gallagher-style, in pro- 
tective plastic bags. 

Jenny Donovan plays Judy, a 


pill-addled psychopath with a 
dull day job and a habit of hack- 
ing apart the unsuspecting men 
she meets online. A roster of hal- 
lucinated characters (mostly por- 
trayed by puppets) goads her on 
in her murder spree. These fig- 
ments of her imagination include 
a vampish, lipsticked laptop; an 
anthropomorphic bottle of pills; 
and a spiteful talking cat with out- 
sized testicles. 

Judy’s life takes an unexpect- 
ed turn when she meets Francis 
Rabassa, a sleazy self-help guru 
who she thinks is the key to get- 
ting “uncrazy.” As expected, it’s a 
little hard to chase the crazy out of 
Judy, and she winds up taking him 
prisoner and snipping off his dig- 
its as he fails to cure her.

Donovan plays Judy with bulg- 
ing eyes and labored breathing. 
Her castmates are no less charged 
with maniacal energy, each of them 
bringing a giddy enthusiasm to the 
roundly vile cast of characters. 

“Online Dating” is standard 
fare for the Molotov Theatre Group, 
which celebrates the graphical- 
ly violent, amoral Grand Guignol 
style of theater. The show’s musi- 
cal numbers, which include live 
acoustic guitar accompaniment, 
add a little bit of lightness to the 
proceedings, but the show is not 
for those with delicate sensibilities.

A new documentary 
examines the role of 
the Stonewall Riots 
in American history 

Film 

In the early hours of June 28, 1969, 
police raided the Stonewall Inn in 
New York City’s Greenwich Village. 
The bar was one of the few plac- 
es in the city a gay couple could 
slow-dance without fear of arrest 
for violating city codes criminal- 
izing homosexual conduct. 

But this raid did not go as 
planned. The men and women 
inside refused to go. A crowd began 
gathering outside the bar, and soon 
the police were outnumbered. A 
full-scale riot broke out that lasted 
two days, and ushered in a new era 
of gay visibility and activism. 

“[The Stonewall] was a dive; 


it was a pit,” says David Heilbron- 
er, one of the directors of “Stone- 
wall Uprising,” which opens Fri- 
day. “But it was a refuge.” 

Heilbroner, with co-director 
Kate Davis, pored over hundreds 
of hours of archival footage to put 
together the film, which looks at 
the riots in the context of the wide- 
ly accepted mainstream homopho- 
bia of the time, which Davis says 
also resulted in scant news cover- 
age of the riots. 

“The only reason they wouldn’t 
cover a large-scale riot with tac- 
tical police and cars tipped over 
and blood and fire was that they 
didn’t want to dignify it,” she says. 
“They wanted to sweep it under 
the rug.” 

Davis and Heilbroner turned 
to the personal collections of their 
interview subjects, who they culled 
from interviews done by author 
David Carter for his 2004 book.

“Stonewall: The Riots That Sparked 
the Gay Revolution.” 

After 40 years, the memories 
of those who were there that night 
are still vivid, and still full of the 
anger and frustration that explod- 
ed that evening. 


“When you grow up having 
your identity denied by society 
or worse, considered an illness or 
deviant criminal behavior ... yeah, 
they are still angry,” says Heilbron- 
er. “I don’t blame them.” 

Heilbroner says the film comes 


at an important time in the current 
political discussion on gay rights. 

“We talk about Rosa Parks, 
but there was this event, too, that 
marks a tremendous turning point 
in American society, and it’s at risk 
of being forgotten,” he says. “That 
was one of our mantras making the 
film — to make gay history Amer-

Local Heroes 

Gene Weingarten acknowledges he 
had one quirk as an editor that his 
reporters couldn’t stand. 

“If you’re writing about some- 
thing relatively small and con- 
tained, unless it can somehow also 
cast some light about some aspect 
of the human condition, it’s not 
really as good a story as it can be,” 
Weingarten says. 

But Weingarten knows about 
good stories: his best-of collection, 
“The Fiddler in the Subway” (which 
includes his two Pulitzer Prize- 


winning stories, 2008’s “Pearls 
Before Breakfast” and this year’s 
“Fatal Distraction”), came out on 
July 6; he writes a column for The 
Washington Post; and he’s teamed 
up with his son, Dan, and car- 
toonist David Clark for the comic 
strip “Barney and Clyde,” about 
an unlikely friendship between a 
homeless man and a billionaire. 
Ahead of his reading Thursday, he 
sat down with Express to discuss 
how he crafts his stories. 

You won the Pulitzer twice. Did 
you ever think, “i’m definitely go- 
ing to win an award for this”? 

I want every story that I write to be 
as good as it can be, obviously, but 
I don’t think in terms of prizes. ... 
They’re a total crapshoot.

Virtually unknown to his 1960s 
contemporaries as well as to audi- 
ences 50 years later, Coleman Fran- 
cis is the unheralded indie auteur 
of ineptitude. In a perfect world, 
he’d take his place next to Ed Wood, 
who, by comparison, is a genius of 
the cinema. 

Today, Francis has the dubious 
honor of being the only filmmaker 
whose entire canon has been skew- 
ered by “Mystery Science Theater 
3000,” Comedy Central’s cult film- 
critic spoof series, in which back- 
talking robots riff on the convolut- 
ed plots, cheap effects and terrible 
editing of films like those Francis 
cobbled together. 

The “MST”-ed versions of Fran- 


cis’ “Red Zone Cuba” and “Skydiv- 
ers” have been in and out of print 
on DVD (via Rhino), but “Volume 
XVIII” of the show’s ongoing box- 
set releases finally puts his “Beast 
of Yucca Flats” into print. 

Host Mike Nelson and the 
’hots have a blast tearing into 
“Beast,” a Cold War creature fea- 
ture about a Russian scientist irra- 
diated by an errant A-bomb blast 


in the Nevada desert. It stars the 
enormous wrestler/thespian Tor 
Johnson, who is perfectly cast as 
a beast but completely unbeliev- 
able as a scientist. 

The highlight of ‘Volume XVIII” 
is the pair of mini-docs on Francis’ 
life and work, featuring lengthy 
and in-depth interviews with cin- 
ematographer Lee Strosnider, a 
friend of Francis’ who worked on 


all three of his mov- 
ies. Not only is it use- 
ful scholarship on 
an underappreciat- 
ed and understud- 
ied auteur, but it’s 
a warm, heartfelt 
tribute to a man whose ambitions 
comically exceeded his talents. It 
proves that even the most barbed 
MST jokes are never truly mean- 
spirited, but come from a place of 
affection and appreciation. 

Like the best of the “MST” 
sets, “Volume XVIII” shows the 
space-marooned crew at the peak 
of their riffing, and reveals new 
facets of what the setup — snarky 
people cracking wise at mov- 
ies — allows them to do. More 
than simply mocking its sub- 
jects, “MST” embraces the con- 
siderable charms of these deep- 
ly flawed movies, simultaneously 
ridiculing and celebrating them — 
and, ultimately, preserving them.

At the Star and 
Shamrock, a dual 
heritage and menu 


Strange Bedfellows 

It sounds like the setup for an old 
joke: “A priest and a rabbi walk 
into a bar ...” But the Star and 
Shamrock, a new Jewish deli and 
Irish pub on the H Street corridor, 
instead references the dual cultures 
of co-owner Jason Feldman. 

As the story goes, Feldman grew 
up in an orthodox Jewish house- 
hold in an Irish- Catholic neigh- 
borhood and married an Irish 
woman, inspiring this all-in-the- 
family project, which joins other 
eclectic eateries in the burgeon- 
ing neighborhood. 

Good Jewish delis are hard 



to come by in Washington. And 
though the Star and Shamrock is 
not quite the missing piece of the 
city’s dining puzzle, it does come 
close. It boasts everything from 
pan-fried matzo balls and fried 
chicken livers with Creole sea- 
soning to a classic Reuben made 
with delicate, house-made hot 
corned beef 

The sandwich menu includes 
such concoctions as the Latke Mad- 
ness (three latkes piled with corned 
beef and griddled sauerkraut) and 
the dogger (a cholesterol buffet 
of beef brisket, bacon and gravy 
with provolone and garlic butter). 
But the ultimate offering is named 
after the eatery itself The Star and 
Shamrock sandwich features hot 
pastrami and corned beef crammed 
with chopped chicken liver, Swiss 
cheese, Russian dressing and lat- 


kes on grilled rye bread —the ulti- 
mate in greasy comfort food. 

The decor has all the fittings 
of a traditional Irish pub, with 
dark wooden details and an enor- 
mous, wraparound bar. Howev- 
er, on closer inspection, the Star 
and Shamrock is not without its 
whimsical flairs. Carved into the 
wood are both Celtic symbols and 
Stars of David, which, according 
to Feldman, represent that “fine 
line between blasphemous and 
humorous.” 

When it comes to liquor, the 
vibe is most certainly Irish. The 
bar features about 20 Irish whis- 
keys and an extensive list of bour- 
bon, rye and scotch. But the 28 
available brews retain the Star and 
Shamrock’s double identity, with 
both Guinness and He’Brew Gen- 
esis Ale among the beers on tap.

There are two myths that have perpet- 
uated since the dawn of rock V roll: 
People in cover bands aren’t legitimate 
musicians; and girls, for the most part, 
can’t rock as hard as the boys. So, when 
Steph Paynes decided to start a Led Zep- 
pelin tribute band in 2004 called Lez 
Zeppelin, it’s safe to say that she expe- 
rienced a few dissenters. 

“If you’re going to do it and you’re 
going to be women doing it, you’d bet- 
ter get it together,” said Paynes, who is 
the group’s guitarist. “I don’t want to 
add to the myth that women can’t play 

— which is false, and if I were to go out 
there with a band that half-assed it. I’d 
be doing everyone a disservice. If you’re 
going to do it, you’re almost going to 
have to do it better because everyone’s 
so cynical.” 

Years later and with a few nation- 
wide tours, appearances on TV net- 
works such as the BBC and MTV, and 

— perhaps most importantly — a seal 
of approval from Led Zeppelin’s guitar 
god, Jimmy Page, Paynes and compa-

ny have proven to the critics that they 
are more than just a gimmick. 

One of the reasons behind Lez’s 
success has been that since its genesis 
in Paynes’ native New York, the group

the traditional course of tribute bands 
and dive into cover-band culture.

impersonate the original band — Shan- 
non Conley is never going to pass for Rob- 
ert Plant — and while there is some of 
pageantry in Lez Zeppelin (dragon suits 
included), the girls honor their idols by 
focusing on the music. 

“If you’re a classical musician try- 
ing to take a piece of well-known music 
and interpret it, that’s really what we’re 
doing,” Paynes said. “We’re playing a 
very classical canon in rock ’n’ roll and 
we’re bringing our own self to it and the 
energy and the power that I feel that 
Led Zeppelin was about.” 

And if you’re wondering about their 
suggestive name, don’t bother to ask, 
because Paynes offers no answers. 

“Led Zeppelin always did that,” she 
said. “There was a lot of mystery sur- 
rounding that band, nobody knew for 
sure what was going on, and I think that 
adds to the excitement of a rock band. 
Too much is told now; I don’t want to

DVD Review 

“Sesame Street” has been on tele- 
vision since 1969, and with the 
Tuesday DVD release of “Sesa- 
me Street: 20 Years ... and Still 
Counting!” ($10.99, Amazon.com), 
a special about 
the series that 
was released in 
1989, it’s easy to 
see why the pro- 
gram stands the 
test of time. 

Though the 
show is still on 
today, this is the “Sesame Street” 
people of Generation Y remember, 
with characters and cast mem- 
bers we recognize and adore. The 
show as depicted here is insight- 
ful and charming, educational in 
the most straightforward and com- 
forting of ways. 

The special, introduced by 
creator Jim Henson and narrat- 
ed by Bill Cosby, describes how 
the “Street” rose to prominence, 
growing to reach kids in more 
than 80 countries. And you can’t 
help but shake your head at the as- 
yet-unrealized wish of Joan Ganz 
Cooney, the show’s first executive 
producer: “My dream is one day 
[Arab and Israeli children will] be 
at a negotiating table together ... 
and one of them will say to anoth- 
er some line of Bert and Ernie’s 
... and peace will break out in the 
Middle East.” 

Cosby and Henson break down 
not only what defined the show — 




including its multicultural neigh- 
borhood, with families of various 
ethnic backgrounds such as the 
black Robinsons and Latino Rodri- 
guezes — but also what drove its 
evolution over the decades. 

Originally thought of as a way to 
educate inner-city children before 
they entered preschool, the show’s 
reach expanded into the sub- 
urbs and outside the U.S. border, 
making Sesame Street the “most

famous street in America, maybe 
even the whole world,” according 
to Cosby. 

As the years passed, the show 
kept more in line with research 
about childhood education. When 
scientists demonstrated that kids 
needed to learn more science, “Ses-

ame Street” added geology to its 
curriculum; when immigration 
patterns indicated that knowing 
Spanish would be an asset, the 
show began teaching conversa- 
tional phrases. 

While all this background is 
well and good, the most touch- 
ing part for the viewer is recon- 
necting with the characters of our 
childhood who taught us these 
concepts. Before there were vio- 
lent cartoons or anime. Big Bird 
and Kermit the Frog were charm- 
ing children everywhere. Wheth- 
er Kermit is interviewing people 
on the street or singing about his 
love of sleeping (“Nap times are my 
favorite/I’m really at my best,” he 
explains), they’re familiar images 
that tug at your heart. 

And so will others of Bert and 
Ernie, the Count in his castle and 
the Cookie Monster eating the 
word “Food.” 

“Sesame Street: 20 Years ... and 
Still Counting!” is easy to enjoy. Just 
make sure you have some cookies 
on hand.

If you (or someone
